practices. 

The trial court sentenced Joseph 
Schechter to three months impris- 
onment and fined him $1,300; Alex 
Schechter to two months impris- 
onment and $1,500 fine; Aaron 
Schechter, one month and $2,000 
fine; Martin Schechter, one month 
and $2,100 fine; the Schechter live 
poultry market, $100 fine, and the 
A. L. A. Schechter poultry corpo- 
ration, $425 fine. 

The second circuit court of ap- 
peals approved the convictions on 
17 counts, including conspiracy, 
and set aside the conviction on two 
counts which charged violation of 
minimum wage and maximum 
hours provisions of the code. It 
held those two provisions uncon- 
stitutional. 

With Donald R. Richberg, NRA 
chief, who argued the case, sitting 
10 feet before him in a packed 
court room, Chief Justice Hughes 
held 96 per cent of the live poultry 
marketed in New York came from 
other states. 

“The defendants are slaughter 
house operators,” he added. ‘“They 
do not sell poultry in interstate 
commerce.” 

The government, Mr. Hughes 
said, stressed the “grave national 
crisis’ confronting the country. 

“Extraordinary conditions may 
call for extraordinary remedies,” 
he said. “The argument stops short 
of attemption to defend action out- 
side of constitutional authority. 

“Extraordinary conditions do 
not create constitutional power.” 

The court declared Congress had 
not provided sufficient restrictions 
and had not laid down proper rules} 
to guide the President in approv- 
ing codes. 


Farm Debt Moratorium Act 
Declared Invalid 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The 
Frazier-Lemke act granting a five- 
year moratorium for paying off 
farm mortgages and affecting bil- 
lions of dollars of indebtedness was 
held unconstitutional today by the 
supreme court. 

In a decision read by Associate 
Justice Brandeis, it ruled on a 
case brought by the Louisville 
joint stock land bank against Wil- 
liam W. Radford, Sr. | 

The Federal district court for 
western Kentucky and the sixth 
circuit court of appeals upheld the 
legislation affecting farm debts es- 
timated at $12,000,000,000 by the 
Minnesota attorney general. 

The supreme court’s ruling was 
unanimous.

In addition, the act enabled the 
to obtain full title to his 
property by payment of its ap- 
praised value, regardless of the 
amount stipulated in the mort- 
gage, at the end of the five-year 
period, 

Radford, a Kentucky farmer, 
had taken advantage of the iaw 
after defaulting on payments on a 
$9,000 mortgage held by the bank. 

He refused an offer of $9,500 for 
his property when the bank tried 
to buy it in, Under the Frazier- 
Lemke statute, he retained posses- 
Sion of it by paying $325 annually, 
with an option to clear his indebt- 
edness by repurchasing for $4,445, 
the priced appraisers fixed. 

Justice Brandeis, delivering the 
opinion, said: 

“The property is subject to de- 
preciation and the possibility of a 
serious burden of taxes which may 
accrue on the property and be un- 
paid.” 

The bank offered $9,000 for the 
property, Brandeis declared, and 
then the property was appraised 
at $4,425. 

It was contended by the bank, 
he added, that this was “taking 
the rights in specific property” and 
beyond the bankruptcy power. 


BANKHEAD ALLAYS FEAR 
FOR COTTON CONTROL, AAA 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—Sen- 
ator Bankhead (D), Alabama, em- 
phasized today the supreme court 
decision in the NRA case did not 
involve the constitutionality of ei- 
ther the agricultural adjustment 
act or the Bankhead cotton act. 

At the same time the Alabamian 
said he was ‘in position to state’ 
a 12-cent loan will be made on 
this year’s cotton crop. 

Bankhead issued a statement us 
follows: 

“All the provisions of the AAA 
act except taxing provisions and 
the licensing provisions cover 
purely voluntary programs. The 
authority for licensing handlers of 
agricultural commodities when vol- 
untary marketing agreements have 
been made are limited to interstate 
commerce. 

“There is no delegation of power 
in that act except under clearly 
fixed standards. 

“The decision does not in the 
remotest way touch the validity 
of the Bankhead cotton act. The 
enforcement features of that act 
are based on the taxing power. 
No unwarranted delegation of 
power is included and the question 
of interstate commerce is in no 
way involved. 

“This year’s crop is now in thé 
ground. I am in position to state 
that a 12-cent loan will be made on 
this year's crop in any event.” 


SPRING POTATOES MAY 


BE PLANTED IN FALL 
AUBURN, Ala.—By properly 
storing their spring crop of Irish 
potatoes in a cool, moist place, 
Alabama farmers can use them in 
planting their fall crop, says L. M. 
Ware, head of the horticulture and 
forestry department here. 

“Tf the larger part of the spring 
crop is stored under fairly cool, 
dry conditions they will keep sat- 
isfactorily for eating purposes un- 
til November or December,” he 
advises. C 

A discussion of planting fall po- 
tatoes is given in Alabama Leaflet 
No. 11, copy of which may be ob- 
tained from the county agent or 
by writing the Alabama Experi- 
ment Station, Auburn.

Canadians Rubbing Dust 


From Eyes 


Millions Lost by Politically 
Operated Power System. 
Taxpayers Must Make 
Up Huge Losses 


Ontario's politically operated 
power system, held up for years as 
a model of government ownership, 
now faces a grave crisis. Instead 
of a successful venture, the New 
York Sun reports that the tax free 
Ontario system has added hundreds 
of millions to Ontario's public 
This deficit must be paid by 
Ontario taxpayers. Here is the 
story: 

“The cause of public ownership of 
electrical utilities in the United 
States receives a genuine setback 
as the American public begins to 
understand what is happening to 
the blue-ribbon baby of public own- 


ership, the Hydro-Blectric Com- 
mission of Ontario. That is the 
largest municipal supply system 


in the world, often held up as an 
example of what governmental op- 
eration can accomplish in the util- 
ity field. But its record indisput- 
ably shows that political manage- 
ment and an unsound economic 
basis can get the strongest of such 
institutions into trouble. 
“Theoretically the corporation 
exists for much the same purpose 
as that proposed for various ‘yard- 
stick’ enterprises in the United 
States—that of furnishing electri- 
eal current at low rates to con-

sumers through public manage- 
ment and control. Actually it has 
added hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars to the public debt of Ontario 
which, on a per capita basis, 
scarcely can be said to compare 
\favorably with that of New York 
or Quebec (or Alabama) where pri- 
vate management is the rule. 

“The commission has found itself 
with an unmarketable surplus on 
hand and has been compelled to 
face heavy annual deficits, 

“Rather than risk unpopularity by 
raising rates the commission began 
to dig into its reserves. But this 
did not affect the mounting annual 
deficits. 

“Meanwhile communities in On- 
tario using municipal power on 
which no tax is paid have found 
their burdens of debt steadily 
growing heavier. These would 
gladly use tax money from elec- 
trical services if they only could 
devise some means of collecting it. 

“As one way to help the commia- 
sion out of its difficulties the Hep- 
burn government — declaring that 
Hydro has been a ‘political tool’ 
which was ‘nearly ruined by mis- 
management and inefficiency’—has 
resorted to the drastic expedient 
of repudiating contracts negotiated 
by an agency of the government. 
Our own repudiation of the gold 
clause in Federal bonds estops us 
on this side of the border from 
raising any question as to the 
morality of this procedure.”’—Adv, 
Alabama Power Co.

AUBURN, Ala.—Without injury | 
to the plants and without danger 
of poisoning the persons eating the 
vegetables, Alabama farmers can 
control chewing insects, including 
bean and potato beetles and cab- 
bage worms, by using a mixture 
of one pound Derris and 7 pounds 
of sulphur,

DOCTORS WHO SCARE US | 

In recent years the idea that 
everyone should have a rigid medi- 
cal examination at least once a 
year, whether he feels any symp- 
toms of disease or not, has been 
advocated by leading insurance 
companies. 

There is no doubt that such cx- 
aminations frequently disclose in- 
cipient stages of diseases which 
may be checked or cured by early 
treatment. 

The practice of periodical ex- 
amination is attended by an ele- 
ment of danger, however, accord- 
ing to Dr. Charles Hunter of Win- 
nipeg, who warns physicians 
against suggesting the presence 
of diseases unless they are quite 
certain of their diagnosis. He 
states that he has seen healthy 
people develop actual symptoms 
only after a medical examination 
in which the examiner had sug- 
gested the possibility of organic 
trouble, and he deciares that it 
‘is high time to protest against 
the physicians instilling doubt and 
fear in a healthy person.” 

It would seem incredible that 
any reputable physician, knowing 
as he does the power of sugges- 
tion, should intimate that a person 
examined may be diseased unless 
he is positive that such is actually 
the--case. But, if Dr, Hunter is 
correct in his statement, it appears 
that they sometimes do make such 
mistakes.

JANE ADDAMS 

The death of Miss Jane Addams 
in Chicago a few days ago removes 
one of the most remarkable wom- 
en America has produced, Her 
achievements as settlement work- 
er, social and political reformer, 
author, lecturer and ardent peace 
advocate, brought her world-wide 
fame, 

Born in Cedarville, Ill., Septem- 
ber 6, 1860, Miss Addams had the 
benefit of an unusual education, 
supplemented by several years of 
foreign travel. 

In 1899, with Ellen Gates Starr, 
she opened the Hull House settle- 
ment in Chicago, of which she has 
since been the head. Her interest 
in sociological theories caused her 
to devote her life to practical ef- 


forts in behalf of the poor and de-! 


graded, a work in which she 
achieved marked success, 

She had honorary degrees from 
several American universities, and 
in 1910 she was given the first 
honorary degree ever bestowed by 
Yale on.a woman. As president of 
the Woman's Tnternational League 
for Peace she presided over con- 
ventions at The Hague, Zurich, 
Vienna, Washington, Dublin and 
Prague. 

In 1981 she shared the Nobel 
Peace prize with Dr, Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler, and the same year was 
given the Bryn Mawr achievement 
award of $5,000. 

While by sume Miss Addams was 
considered quite radical in her so- 
cial and political views, no one 
ever questioned her sincerity, or 
the fact that she performed yeo- 
man service for distressed human- 
ity during her long life.
